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Dethroned and Deserted, Parnell 
Continues the Struggle. 


His Guerilla Warfare to Be Renewed 
in Ireland To-Day. 


BY POPULAR ACCLAIM JOHN DILLON 18 
INSTALLED AS LEADER. 


How Irish Politicians Regard the Present 
Situation — Pledges Which Must Be 
Exacted From Gladstone—A Strange 
Political Alliance—Marriage of Julian 
Story and Emma Eames—Dr. Phillips’ 
Bride—Work of the.World’s Fair Com- 
missioners—Events in England. 


Loxpon, Aug. 1.—Parnell is still determined 
to ight with both fists. He left London to- 
night for Ireland, where he addresses a 
meeting to-morrow at Thurles, under the 
walls af Archbishop Croke’s palace. But John 
Dillon is already, by popular acclaim, the 
leader of the Irish people. His announce- 
ment of opposition to Parnell was a stagger- 
ing blow to Parnell’s prestige, and in the 
minds of the English Liberals reduces the 
former leader to the rank of a guerrilla. In- 
deed, before Dillon’s release it was apparent 
that many of his followers were becoming 
shaky in their allegiance. He gives 
no sign of yielding, but, except in 
Dublin, he can hardly be said to have a 
respectable following. There the multitude 
is with him still and beyond question he 
would be returned in a general election. His 
refusal to pay the costs of the O’Shea divorce 
suit is adding to his unpopularity. People 
say that as he got O’Shea’s wife away, he 
ought to be willing to meet the court ex- 
penses of the husband. There is 
much doubt as to Parnell’s fnancial 
condition. Mrs. O’Shea has property in her 
own right and will come into considerable 
more, whatever may be the result of the suit 
about the estate of the late Lady Wood. On 
the other hand Parnell has been extravagant 
of his private meansinthe development of 
his Wicklow property, and in carrying on his 
futile contests of Irish seats. It is thought 
there may de an element of revenge in his 
opposition to Capt. O’Shea’s claim for costs, 
as the impression is general that O’Shea was 


well paid for breaking down the Irish leader. 
THE FIGHT WILL GO ON. 

Just before the train bearing Parnell to Ire- 
land left London this evening, the corre- 
spondent of the SunpaY Post-Dispatog had a 
conversation withthe deserted leader. While 
declining to speak in the first person for aas 
interview, Parnell gave the correspondent 
permission to cable his views on the latest 
crisis. Parnell was impassive as usual and 
spoke ofO’Brien’s andDilion’s conduct as if it 
did not affect him atall, but was an exceed- 
ingly unfortunate occurrence for the other 
side. Parnell said he quite expected such 
action on their part. That all his caicula- 
tions for the future have been made 
with full allowance for the final opposition 
of both O’Brien and Dillon. As to the effect 
on the elections, Parnell seemed to think 
that while it would injure his position with 
constituents where he was already in the 
minority, it would not harm him in Mayo, 
Roscommon, Galway, Olare, Dublin and 
Cork, where he still counted on a 
stanch following. Parnell said that 
in Thuries to-morrow he would 
deal with the situation fully, 
but preferred not to anticipate his action by 
an interview. He expressed the opinion that 
now O’Brien and Dion had thrown them- 
selves into the lap of the Liberals they should 
at least demand from Gladstone some definite 
statement as to what sort of 
home rule he intended to offer 
Ireland. Sucha confidence on Giadstone’s 
part was the least return O’Brien and Dillion 
could accept for their trustful confidence in 
any English party. Parnell said Gladstone 
had now been six years deciding upon the 
provisions of his home rule bill. EH he still 
remained undecided Irish people have good 
grounds for suspicion. Besides this, there 
was another advantage in obtaining pledges 
from Gladstone. It is notorious that no one 
had the least faith in Harcourt’s sincerity. 
The only way to bind Harcourt and the Lib- 
eral party was to secure definite pledges from 
Gladstone. 

Farnell said he intended to appear against 
the order made against him for bankruptcy 
for O’Shea’s costs. As to the reported re- 
lease of $20,000 from the Paris funds for regis- 
tration purposes, that was still undecided. 
Parnell said he could not sav anything about 
bis visit to America. He intended to go if he 
could, but no details had been arranged. 
Several people cheered him as the train roliea 
out of the station. 

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

Among Irish politicians generally the im- 
immediate effect of O’Brien’s and Dillon’s 
declaration against Parnell has been to make 
ihe confggion worse confounded. If, instead 
cf Jumping into the arms of the McUarthyites 
when released, Dilion and O’Brien bad 

evoted a couple of weeks privately in in- 
fuencing Parnell and his followers, it is 
Lighly probable they could have effected a 

‘tllement, or certainly have detached some 
Farnell's men. But their impetuous dec-

Wirpsor, England, Aug. 1.—The Vicar of 
Bray completed to-day a romantic 
Emma Eames to Julian Story in the historic 
church 1,000 years old on the banks of the 
Thames.

Among our presents, said Story, is one 
very pleasing to me—a gold medal from the 
Berlin Exhibition for my portrait of my 
father, W. W. Story, which I exhibited there. 
We both wished the wedding Very quiet and 
issued no invitations. Russell Sturgis, a life- 
long friend, is my best man. There will be 
no bridemaids. I am much pleased with 
my wife’s success in Europe and hope she 
will meet equal triumphs in America. 

Here Story excused himself to dress for the 
wedding. One hour later he stood with his 
best man before the altar in the old church 
of Bray, awaiting the bride. Both were 
dressed in morning coats and gray trousers; 
white boutonieres. There was no music and 
no lights. Four bouquets of wild flowers 
were on the altar and were the only decora- 
tion. 

Eames came up the aisle leaning on the arm 
of Hon. Reginald Brett, Who gave away the 
bride, who was dressed in white satin with 
long train, very high at the throat, slightly 
puffed sleeves, deep flounce of lace, and veil 
held by a tiny wreath of orange blossoms.

— CARNOT AND THE KAISER, 
WHY THE PRESIDENT OF FRANCE DID NOT VISIT 
ENGLARD. 

Lorpos, Aug. 1.—A gentleman who has 
just returned from a visit to Paris gives some 
very interesting information in regard to 
the actual official relations which exist be- 
tween the Emperor William of 
Germany and President Carnot of 
France, This gentieman says Presi- 
dent Oarnot’s proposed visit to London is the 
outcome of the direct personal effort and 
expressed desire of the Emperor of Germany, 
and that the visit will take place beyond a 
doubt if the consent of the French Ministry 
and the League of Patriots can be obtained. 
The visit is set down for an early period dur- 
ing the coming autumn, upon the express in- 
vitation of the Institute of Civil Engineers of 
London. The invitation was the result of the 
work of Kaiser Wimelm himself and had the 
cordial approval of Queen Victoria. 

A great many efforts have deen made here- 
tofore by the rulers of Germany and England 
to induce the President of the French Re- 
publie to visit the latter country, and but for 
the unfortunate circumstances attending the 
visit of the Empress Frederick to Paris a few 
months ago, the German Emperor and the 
President of France would have been guests 
of the Queen at one and the same time. 
It is not generally known, Dut is 
nevertheless a fact that President Carnot 
had partially accepted Queen Victoria's 
invitation to pay hera visit last year, just 
previous to the announcement of the in- 
tended visit tothe German Emperor. Presi- 
dent Oarnot has selected June as the time for 
his visit and it was arranged that the Kaiser 
should meet him in London, but the League 
of Patriots kicked up such a row over the 
Dowager Empress Frederick’s visit at st. 
Cioud that President Carnot abandoned the 
proposed visit. 

When Emperor William visited the Queen 
he conceived the idea of making Known his 
wish through the medium ofthe Institute of 
Oivil Engineers, President Carnot himself 
being an expert engineer, and it was in this 
way the invitation was extended.

The Guelph Movement for the Res- 
toration of Hanover’s Throne. 


A Conspiracy Which May Grow Into 
Rebellion in Germany. 


STATE SOVEREIGNTY ASSERTING ITSELF 
IN BAVARIA. 


Another Danger Threatens the Imperial 
Government of Prussia—How Europe 
Regards the Compact Between France 
and Russia—Servia May Be Drawn Into 
the Agreement—Why Carnot Failed to 
Meet the Kaiser in England — News 
From the Continental Capitals. 


Buntaw, Aug. I.—- Wulle the German Em- 
peror is amusing himselfon the edge of the 
Arctic circle dangers Of a grave character 
are threatening the Spire from within. 
The agitation in Ha no er in behalf of the old 
royal house has assumed proportions of late 
that Prussia can no longer ignore. Hereto- 
fore the Prussian authorities have acted 
on the assumption that the Guelph move- 
ment was sentimental, that it was a 
natural and creditable expression of devo- 
tion to a family that had ruled over Hanover 
for centuries, and if not to be encouraged, at 
least to be condoned as an example of rever- 
ence for the divine right of crowned heads. 
But of late startling proof has come to the 
Government that the Guelph movement in 
Hanover is a conspiracy for the overthrow of 
Prussia. 

It is the story of the Jacobins over again 
with the descendants of the Georges instead 
of the exiled Stuarts as heroes and heroines 
of the drama. What was sentiment has 
developed into treason, looking at 
the matter from the Prussian stand- 
point. The restoration of the house of Han- 
over is the deliberate purpose of the exist- 
ing organization, which loses no opportunity 
to keep alive popular recoliection of Han- 
overian independence. The Duke of Cum- 
berland is undoubtedly aware of this, and it is 
equally certain that he bas not given up hope 
of becoming King of Hanover. Otherwise he 
would not hesitate to accept the magnificent 
offer which Prussia has made for the sur- 
render of his hereditary claims which are 
otherwise valueless unless he expects to sit 
on the throne of his ancestors, 

In view of the discoveries made the 
Prussian Government has suddenly adopted a 

ha * * 1 
societies. 
the papers and lists of members of many of 
them and in numerous instances such clubs 
have been ordered to give up their meetings. 
No arrests have been made as yet, the Gov- 
ernment waiting to see the effect 
of milder measures. The authori- 
ties have even gone 80 far 
as to prohibit the decoration of the graves of 
Hanoverian soldiers who fell in defense of 
their country unless the royal colors of Han- 
over are detached from the wreaths to be 
placed on the graves. 

THE LAST BATTLE. 

On the 2ist of last month, by imperial 
authority, the people of Hanover were for- 
bidden to celebrate the battle of Langelsalza 
for which great preparations had been made 
throughout the ancient kingdom. The anniver- 
sary of this famous battle has been celebrated 
ever since 196. Lagensalzaisa small town 
in Saxony, which in the war between Prussia 
and Austria, known as the seven-weeks’ war, 
was the scene of a severe battle. The Hano- 
verian troops, 20,000 strong, were marching 
to join the Austrians, when on July 727 they 
met a force of about 10,000 Prussians. Aftera 
fierce conflict the small Prussian force was 
driven back, but the Hanoverians were 30 
crippled as to be unable to advance, and a 
few days later were compelled to surrender 
to the advancing Prussian forces. This bat- 
tle was the last ever fought by Hanover as a 
kingdom, as shortly afterwards its king was 
driven into exile, and its territories tncorpo- 
rated into the Prussian domain. The battle 
is famous as being the only check received 
by Moltke’s men during the war, and the 
Hanoverians are very proud of it, notwith- 
standing the fact that they were twoto one, 
and that the substantial fruits of victory 
were gained by the Prussians. 

The edict prohibiting this anniversary cele- 
bration was the first step In the severe meas- 


ures ofthe Imperial Government to stamp

Asan 
indication of this watchful interest, the an- 
nouncement afew days ago that a Russian 
man-of-war had made her appearance at the 
entrance of the Dardanelles undoubtedly 
caused an unpleasant ghock to diplomatic 
nerves in certain quarters and possibly 
prompted Emperor William to brush the dust 
from his armor. 

Such an incident reminded England, espec- 
lally, of a period in history not long ago 
when Russia, taking advantage of the ter- 
rfhle blow that Prussia had given Austria at 
Sadowa, and when England’s policy of 
strictly minding her own business during 
critical periods was extremely difficult, but 
absolutely imperative to carry out, and when 
France was preparing for that storm which 
burst with such tremendous force in 1870, 
quietly but effectively ignored the treaty 
which was to come of the Crimean war and 
sent her ships into the Black Sea at pleasure. 

It is true that the fact is generally accepted 
that the Triple Alliance is sufficiently strong 
strong to control the political destiny of 
Europe just as long as any ulterior danger is 
great enough to hold the Driebund firmly to- 
gether. But it is equally true that, if certain 
complications arise, a close alliance offensive 
and defensive, between France and Russia 
would produce an alarming anxiety to the 
rest of Europe. 


IN THE ADMIRAL’S POCKET. 

Amid all the tokens of good-fellowship and 
the generous exchange of courtesies at St. 
Petersburg, enhanced by good viands and the 
rarest of old vintages, Europe is conscious of 
the fact that deep in the pocket of Admiral 
Gervais there is a big envelope in regard to 
the contents of which Europe would give a 
very pretty penny to be positively informed. 

The political alliance between France and 
Russia virtually arranged, if not formally 
signed, is to be cemented by intimate com- 
mercial reciprocity. Russia ig to be the corn- 
fleid of France, and French manufacturers 
are to have favorable admission to Russia. 
This year the calamitous condition of the 
Russian harvest will prevent the 
agricultural interests of that coun- 
try from profiting greatly by a pre- 
erential arrangement with France. but it is 
not doubted that next season Russian pro- 
duction will be greatly stimulated. The pro- 
posed pork tariff to take the place of pro- 
hibition now existing on American pork is 
sufficiently burdensome 
American importation. 
statesmen have excused themselves to the 
big producers of France on the plea that the 
new tariff! will be prohibition in another 
form, while it will evade the penalties of the 
McKinley law by being applied toall nations 
alike.

IT MAY BE A TRIPLE COMPACT. 

A very important political rumor which 
emanates from Paris is to the effect that et- 
forts are being made to form another triple 
alliance between France, Russia and Servia, 
and it is believed that the visit of young King 
Alexander to Russia will be a progressive 
step in that direction. Austria, however, is 
said to be somewhat disturbed at the pros- 
pect of such an alliance, and by way of dis- 
couraging the movement has invited King 
Alexander to visit Vienna at the conclusion of 
his visit to Russia and France.

PEARY’S EXPEDITION. 


PERILS ENCOUNTERED BY THE EXPLORERS OF 
THE WAY TO ARCTIC SEAS. 

HALIFax, Nova Scotia, Aug. 1.—A dispatch 
from St. Johns, N. F., says: The United 
States Consul, T. N. Molloy, has received a 
message from Commander Peary of the ex- 
ploring party which is on its way to North 
Greenland in the steamer Kite. The letter 
came from Flowers Cove, Straits of Belle Isle. 
The Kite got jammed in the Straits about the 
15th of June, and was still ice-bound when the 
letter was written on the 4th of July. 
However, it has since been ascertained that 
she got clear the next day and proceeded 
north. It was the intention of the party to 
call at St. Jonns on their way north, but 
hearing in Sidney that the Straits were clear 
of ice and the route being shorter, the steam- 
er went down on the back of the country, los- 
ing thereby three weeks. The ice blockade in 
the Straits was not completely raised until 
the 12th of July.

BERNE, Aug. 1.—The commemoration of the 
sizth centennial of the establishment of the 
Swiss Confederation is being gaily observed 
by the people of the different cantons. Dis- 
patches from Geneva report that a general 
outcoming of the population to do honor to 
the occasion has occured there, and that the 
same is very generally true of the entire 
country. In this city, the seat of the govern- 
ment, the most elaborate preparations had 
been made to make the day a memorable 
one. The street decorations and the orna- 
mentations of the building are particularly 
profuse and well chosen. Over the Govern- 
ment offices the red-and-white flag of 
the confederation is, of course, conspicous. 
Private demonstrations, however, add to the 
flag of their country, those of France, Russia 
or Italy, as they variously incline in sympa- 
thy. The streets are filled with bands of mu- 
sic, marching sharpshooters, turner societies 
and benevolent associations, all hurrying to 
the place of rendezvous for the great parade. 
There is no display of soidiery about the city, 
the police being entirely competent to handle 
the good-natured multitude of Switzers trom 
all sides of the Alps. The President received 
the congratulations of the Diplomatic Corps 
at the Federal Palace. This afternoon a mag- 
nificent parade, participated in by the Regt - 
ment of Guides, the Dragoon Guards and a 
number of infantry battalions and all the 
civic societies of Berne, as well as many vis- 
iting bodies, took place. To-night patriotic 
addresses will be delivered and the people are 
promised an imposing pyrotechnic display.

Wasuineton, Aug. 1.—The San Domingo 
reciprocity treaty and the diplomatic cor- 
respondence concerning it were made public 
to-day. The following is the President's 
proclamation: 


Whereas, Pursuant to section 8 of 
the act of Congress approved October, 
1890, entitled, ‘An act to «reduce 
the revenue and equalize duties on imports 
and for other purposes’’ the Secretary of 
State of the United States of America com- 
municated to the Government of the Domini- 
can Republic the action of the Congress cf 
the United States of America with 
a view to secure reciprocal 
trade, in declaring the articles enumerated 
in said section 8 to-wit: Sugars, molasses 
cofiee and hides to be exempt from duty 
upon their Importation into the United States 
of America; and 

Whereas, The Gnvoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the Dominion 
Republic has communicated to the 
special plenipotentiary of the United 
States the fact, that in reciprocity and com- 
pensation for admission into the United 
States of America free of all duty of the 
articles enumerated in section 8 of said act, 
the government of the Dominican 
Republic. will, by due legal enact- 
ment, admit, from and after Sept. 1, 1801 
into all the established ports of entry of the 
Dominican Republic the articles or merchan- 
dise named in the following schedules on the 
terms stated therein, provided that the same 
be product or manufacture of the United 
States and proceed directly from the ports of 
said State.

JEWISH REFUGEES. 


SECRETARY FOSTER'’S LETTER IN RELATION TO 
THE DETAINED IMMIGRANTS. 

WasninecTor, D. C., Aug. 1.—Secretary 
Foster to-day addressed a letter to Hon. 
Simon Wolf and Lewis Abraham, President 
and Secretary respectively of the Union 
Hebrew congregations, in reference to 
overtures made to the department for 
the release from detention of the Hebrew 
immigrants held at New York and Boston as 
assisted immigrants,’’ whose landing is 
forbidden by law. In thelr letter to Secre- 
tary Foster Messrs. Wolf and Abrahams 
stated that the Hebrew societies of the 
United States, while they deplored this kind 
of tmmigration and had advised their 
brethren in foreign countries to prevent 
it, were willing to stand the expense of 
carrying the immigrants, to give the Govern- 
ment a satisfactory bond guaranteeing that 
none of these refugees shall become a public 
charge, and urged that practically enforced 
immigration of this nature could not be 
classed as assisted immigration within the 
meaning of our laws.In his answer to the com- 
munication of Messrs. Wolf and Abrahams, 


the secretary says: 

Be assured, gentiemen, that I fully concurin your 
estimate of the magnitude of the present calamity 
which has befallen so many of your race as well as in 
your hope thatan early mitigation or cessation of 
the current measures expuison may 
render unnecessary any general migration 
of Russian Hebrews to America or elsewhere. 
Unquestionably a great and sudden influx of desti-

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


MONTHLY STATEMENT ISSUED FROM 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

WasuIveTos, D. C., Aug. 1.—The public 
Gebt statement issued from the Treasury 
Department to-day shows a reduction in the 
debt during the past month amounting to 
$3,447,509. There was an income of $300 in the 
interest bearing debt due to the 
issuance of a small refunding certificate 
bond; a reduction in the non-interest 
bearing debt of $1,557,902 and an income in 
the surplus or Treasury cash during the 
month of $1,889,907. The aggregate of inter- 
est and non-interest debt to-day, less $100,- 
000,000, is gold reserve and $55,788,715 net cash 
balance or surplus, is $948, 465,242, and of this 
amount 9810, 529. % is interest bearing debt, 
made up of $559,680,220 4 per cent bonds, $39, - 
198,100 % per cent and $11,679,500 4 per cent, 
continued at 2 per cent. 

Government receipts from all sources dur- 
ing July aggregated $34,300,344, against $38, - 
803,216 in July, 1890. Customs receipts were

GOV. HILL TALKS. 


New York’s Great Democratic Leader 
Interviewed. 


HE PREDICTS UNQUALIFIED SUCCESS FOR 
STATE AND NATIONAL TICKETS.

Close of His Vacation at Normandie-by-the 
Sea—The Ehrhardt Admissions Fatal 
to Republican Success — Kansas Ne- 
publicans—Tanubeneck in Kentucky 
—Politicians to Go Abroad. 


New YORK, Aug. 1.—Gov. Hill is winding up 
his vacation at Normandie-by-the-Sea. He 
will remain there as Gen. Earle’s guest until 
Monday. Then he will go back to Albany to 
plunge into his executive duties and resume 
the political helm in a coming troubled polit- 
ical sea. Nobody appreciates the moment- 
ousness of the coming campaign more than 
the shrewd Governor and Democratic leader. 
He is intensely interested in the lately devel- 
oped Republican squabble, which he is said to 
interpret as a premonition of a political storm 
that will blow everybody good, but the 
Republicans. It seems not unlikely that a 
conference of Democratic managers Will take 
place in the near future to determine upon 
the points of vantage which are 80 glori- 
ously open to the Democrats. The Governor 
does not talk politics carelessly. He is par- 
ticular whom he talks to even carefully. But 
he cannot conceal a satisfaction with the 
present Democratic state of affairs, which he 

feels. This, de thinks, is aug- 
mented by the mistakes which Republicans 
have made. He believes, it is claimed, that 
the Republicans are demoralized and 
without a leader in this State, and that 
Collector Erhardt’s friends will see that his 
treatment does not go unrebuked when the 
plate is passed around forthe fall campaign. 
The Government is evidently anxious, too, 
that the Democratic press shall take up the 
points which Collector Erhardt himself made, 
and which are so fatal to Bepublican chances 
for success. He is said to appreciate that this 
fall’s campaign is vital in its relationship to 
the national contest of 1892 and to desire to 
grasp every advantage which shall make this 
fall’s victory emphatic. 

Gov. Hill sat in the dining- 
room of General Earie’s cottage 
Friday evening. General Earle only was 
there with him seated in a rocking- 
chair. The Governor was doing just what he 
came to Normandie for—nothing. His face, 
burned with sun exposure, was round and 
smiling as he received the SUNDAY Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent. The important 
political events of the past week and the 
opening of the campaign in this and other 
States were suggested to the Governor. 
He declined to be interviewed upon ques- 
tions touching the presidential posibilities 
of any one or of coming State issues. 
An open speech after the conven- 
tion, he said, would show where 
he stood on State affairs. The following m- 
terview with him was authorized for the 
SUNDAY Posr-Disrarcu and revised by the 
Governor: 

Gov. Hill was asked regarding the confer- 
ence, which it was alleged, he had with 
Mayor Chapin and Hugh Mclaughlin, of 
Brooklyn, regarding the former’s guberna- 
torial candidacy. This, it was claimed, was 
held at No. 120 Broadway. 

I've seen neither Mayor Chapin nor Mr. 
Laughlin for some Iittle time, the Gov- 
ernor replied. 

What is the best answer that 
made regarding such a conference.’’ 

It has been tntifmated, Governor, that 
should Kings Oounty persist in the deter- 
mination to have Mayor Chapinas a candi- 
date for Governor in opposition to Mr. 
Flower, Tammany’s real candidate, Tam 
many would present Mayor Grant for the 
honor. 

Now, I’ve nothing to say about guber- 
natorial candidates, but this talk of pushing 
Grant to spite Chapin, or Chapin to spite 
Flower, or anbody to crowd out somebody 
else, back and forth, is silly.’’

DEFAULTER YOUNG. 


18-YEAR-OLD 


THE ABSCOKDING CASHIER OF THE NEWPORT 
NEWS PROBABLY IN MEXICO. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 1.—While experts 
worked on defaulting Cashier Young’s safe in 
the Newport News Railroad office here to- 
day, Gen. John Echols sat by and told news- 
paper reporters he hoped the safe would con- 
tain money and an explanation of Young’s 
disappearance. He could not believe Young 
to bea defaulter. It was this same feeling, 
he said, which led him yesterday, when he 
discovered the discrepancy, to send Young 
word making an engagement at a later hour 
instead of going once and having 
him arrested. But when the safe was 
opened there was nothing except the 
usual small amount of money carried and 
some letters. Among the latter was one 
from Erastus Young, Auditor of the Union 
Pacific at Omaha. It acknowledges the re- 
ceipt of 342 on a debt which Erastus Young 
had been trying to collect. This letter al- 
ludes to the fact that the Louisville brother 
only received $1,500a year, and says no mat- 
ter how bad something unnamed may de, he 
ought to write fully about it. This some- 
thing funnamed is taken to de the stealing 
of the ralilroad’s money. Erastus Young, 
in his letter, also reproaches Sylvester that 
he should have replied so bitterly to a 
request for settlement of the debt and says 
he only asks it because Sylvester had pro- 
fessed to be able to repay in a.year and 
Erastus really much needed his money. The 
detectives have found nothing to indicate in 
which direction the defaulter has gone. 
Chief Owens professes to have every exit 
from the city guarded and to believe, as 
Young was seen at his hotel at 11 o’clock last 
night, that he is still in the city, but itis 
known that many opportunities exist for 
Young to escape and itis believed he has 
gone to Mexico. Young was an agnostic,

SENTENCED TO DEATH. 
JOHN CONWAY, THE MURDERER OF A 15-YBAR 
OLD BOY—THE CRIME. 

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 1.—John Oonway, the 
steamship fireman who has been founda guilty 
of murdering the 15-year old boy, whose body 
was found floating in a sallor’s bag in the 
Handon Dock on May 19 last, was to-day sen- 
tenced to death. 

On May 19 lastearly in the morning some 
dock laborers saw a newly painted black bag, 
similar tothose used by sailors to hold their 
blankets, oll skins and other parts of their 
sea wardrobes, floating in the Handon Dock 
at Liverpool. The dockmen proceeded to 
haul the bag out of the water, and after 
landing it they saw that upon its 
outside were painted, evidently by a 
sallor, the British and Norwegian 
ensigns crossed. Beneath these em- 
blems were the initials T. A. M. Girvin’’ 
roughly painted. The dockers opened the 
bag and found the body of a boy apparently 
not more than 15 yearsof age. Further in- 
vestigation showed that the boy’s throat had 
deen cut from ear to ear, and his legs had 
deen removed from below the knees, evi- 
dently to enable the man who placed the 
body in the bag to be able to pack it therein. 
Inside the bag were also found a new knife 
anda saw, with portions of the flesh still 
hanging to them, showing that they had both 
Deen used in killing and dismembering the 
iad. 

The affair created a great sensation at the 
time and it was thought at first that ‘‘Jack 
the Ripper’’ had commenced operations in 
LiverpooL The saw and knife which were 
found in the bay were seized by the police 
and on May 22a cutlery dealer named John- 
son identified them as being bought from his 
establishment by a fireman or stoker named 
John Conway. The latter was taken into cus- 
tody and evidence against him accumulated 
rapidly. The identity of the murdered lad 
was hever discovered, Conway maintained 
to the last his innocemce, and his conviction 
— secured on circumstantial evidence en- 


rely.

HARBOR SPRINGS, Mich., Aug. 1.—Some time 
ago Henry Friscoe, who professes to bea 
Seventh Day Adventist, came here to attend 
a camp-meetingof that sect, and put in his 
vacation by visiting his brother-in-law, T. B. 
Lewis. He was trusted by the family, but 
betrayed the trust and committed a felonious 
assault on Edith Lewis, aged ldyears. This 
became known yesterday, and while the 
father was hunting for Friscoe a crowd of 
young farmers, among whom Miss Lewis was 
very popular, heard of it and started for the 
camp ground for him. They carried a rope 
and decided to lynch Friscoe as soon as found. 
They marched into the camp ground, their 
stern looks and lowering faces frightening 
peopie. They singled out Friscoe and put the 
rope about his neck, when a Deputy United 
States Marshal drewa revolver and threat- 
ened to shoot the lynchers. Calmer councils 
prevalied and the crowd escorted the Marshal 
and his prisoner to the jail. There is still 
talk of lynching, but the jail is strongly 
guarded. 


OVERRUN BY THIEVES. 


RAMSEY, ILL., INFESTED WITH TRAMPS AXD 
BURGLARS, 


VANDALIA, III., Aug. 1.—During the past 
four or five weeks the littletown of Ramsey, 
just north of here, has been at the rey of 
thieves. Within that time seven vdbgiaries 
have been committed and no arrests. A 
night or two ago Frank’s jewelry store was 
ransacked, and last night they went through 
the railroad ticket office and express office 
and got several express packages of gooas, 
From there they wentto Louis Thiel’s dry 
goods store and succeeded in getting away 
with over $200 worth of merchandise. Other 
towns adjacentto Ramsey, both east and 
west along the Clover Leaf Railroad, have 
also been infested with tramps and burglars. 


HE PREFERRED DEATH. 
GAINESVILLE, Tex., Aug, 1.—Quite a sensa- 

tion was created last evening at Vernon by 
the arrest and attempted suicide of Prof. J. 
F. Thompson, one of the teachers attending 
the Teachers’ Normal School in that city. 
Thompson is a brother of a leading 
merchant in Vernon and went there last 
pring from Missouri with his wife, where 
they have since resided. He was a genial 
fellow and had grown very popular in that 
city and his newly made friends were 
shocked upon learning thata requisition had 
been received by the Sheriff 
from Gov. Hoge to hold Thomp- 
son for Missouri authorities upon the 
charge of grand larceny. Upon Thompson’s 
learning of the intended arrest he took a 
large dose of arsenic, with suicidal intent, 
but physicians were called in, and after a 
vigorous treatment of several hours the man 
was somewhat restored, and the physicians 
to-day pronounce him out of danger. Thomp- 
sem says he prefers death to being returned 
to Missouri to face the courts upon the charge 
now against him. 


A BANKER IN TROUBLE. 

New Ton, Aug. 1.—Capt. A. H. Bowman 
of the United States Army stationed at Los 
Angeles, Cal., claims that he has been swind- 
dled by Rene De Montdore, a banker of 510 
Fifth avenue, this city, and to backup his 
statement,he has had Mr. Montdore arrested 
and locked up. The Captain states that after 
having read the banker’s advertisement in a 
Western paper, he sent him two checks ag- 
gregating $1,000, which he was to hoid for him 
until his. visit to this city. Montdore wrote 
that he would give 6 per cent interest, but 
when the Captain called on his banker a 
couple of weeks ago, Mr. Montdore said that 
it was usual to give fifteen days’ notice before 
demanding money deposited. The Captain 
waited fifteen days, but did not get his money 
then.

Sioux Fata, 8. D., Aug. 1.—The announce- 
ment by Judge Alken in a conversation the 
other day that he intended to stop the 
wholesale granting of divorces in South 
Dakota and that in the future he would 
issue divorce papers to only those who had 
come to the State to take up actual residence, 
has thrown the crowd of New York and other 
Eastern people here, seeking the severance 
of irksome marital bonds intoa panic. It 
has also called fresh attention tothe dis- 
graceful state of things existing here, 
at Canton and at other neigh- 
boring points. It is stated by attorneys 
that the list of people who have come here 
within the past six months for the sole pur- 
pose of securing divorces number 103. A 
large number of these have secured their 
divorces. Many cases are now pending and 
a very large proportion are here living 
the ninety days required to become legal 
citizéns. This place has become a Mecca for 
New Yorkers, chief among whomare Mrs. 
James G. Blaine, Jr., and Madame De 
Stueres, a niece of John Jacob Astor. They 
are excited over the statement of 
Juege Aiken, though he made it 
in no court, and they are at 
sea over what the future will bring. 

The belief is pretty generalin local circles 
where Judge Aiken is best known that he in 
tends to follow the spirit ot the law and shut 
out in future all those who 
do not take up their residence in 
good faith. The trouble hasall come about 
by the laxness of those seeking divorce pa- 
pers in the matter of residence. Their insin- 
cerity is seen on every hand. For instance, 
Mrs. Blaine came here, hired a room, staida 
few days, went back to New 
York and remained there nearly two 
months. Mrs..De Stueres engaged a 
suite of rooms at the leading hotel, remained 
a few days and then went over to Spirit Lake, 
Io. This sort of obtaining a residence 
created gossip and was finally the subject of 
much comment in the papers. At this 
juncture Judge Aiken took a hand in the 
game and promises to make matters exceed- 
ingly lively. 

Mrs. James G. Blaine, Jr., returned here 
last Saturday. Strange to say, she speaks 
very kindly of her father-in-law, and says 
he is the kindest-hearted man in the world 
and the bravest. Referring to the shaky 
prospects of cases to come before Judge 
Alken, Judge Palmer, Mrs. Blaine's attorney, 
said, with emphasis: 

Mrs. Blaine’s divorce will be granted. If 
Mr. Blaine, Sr., should interfere it might 
change the result, but Ido not expect that 
to happen. Otherwise, Mrs. Blaine will win 
her case on the very best of grounds. 

The papersin the caseare still in Judge 
Palmer’s inside pocket, but will be filed next 
week. In spite of Judge Palmer’s statement, 
the impression is pretty general that the di- 
vorce will not be granted, and if the Blaine 
case goes to the wall the De /Stuers 
case and fifteen or twenty others 
which are to come up within a month, will 
go the same way. It has recently been 
found that there was some irregularity in 
the service of papers in the case of Clinton 
Edgerly against his wife, Rose Coghlan, the 
actress, and the case is to be reopened. 

Among the most interesting of the recent 
suits is that of Thomas Turner against Hen 
rietta Turner. Mrs. Turner resides at No. 882 
Atlantic avenue, Brooklyn. Mr. Turner is a 
wealthy furniture dealer of Yonkers, N. Y. 
Mr. Turner claims divorce on the ground of 
desertion, and his wife answers through her 
attorney that be is taking advantage of the 
law to secure a divorce by fraud. 

Edward C. Pollock, son of the New York 
ship supplies merchant and a member of the 
Manhattan Athletic Club, is here living his 
ninety days preparatory to filing his papers 
for divorce.

Kansas Crrr, Mo., Aug. 1.—The Missouri 
River is on the rampage at the confluence of 
the stream and the Blue River near here,and 
the Missouri Pacific tracks are in serious 
danger of being washed away. There are 
about 2,000 feet frotage on the bank ofthe 
Missouri this side of the mouth of 
the Blue River that are being washed 
away. There are between 800 and 
500 feet seriously threatened and need pro- 
tection at once. Over twenty feet of this 
bank has been washed away during the past 
week. The water is now within 60 feet of the 
Missouri Pacific tracks. When the tracks 
were built they were over a mile away from 
theriver. The Suburban Belt Railroad has 
just completed soundings of the river at this 
point. The result shows the bank next to the 
Missouri Pacific tracks to be in a very danger- 
ous condition.

KANSAS CROP REPORTS. 


Returns From Twenty-Seven Counties 
Show a Large Acreage. 


KANSAS OITY, Mo., Aug. 1.—The latest re- 
ports from Kansas, as recetyed through the 
Union Pacific, are most flattering to the pros- 
perous condition of the State. The 
returns coming from counties through 
which the Union Pacific runs show large 
increase in acreage and yield and a most re- 
markable season. The thermometer has 
maintained an average range forthe sum 
mer of between 70 and 80 deg. and the rain- 
tall has been almost to order, just sufficient 
to keep the ground in first-class condition. 
The corn and flax reports show fax 
to be extensively raised in nineteen of the 
twenty-seven counties, only three of which 
are below the averageof ten bushels per 
acre, which will give atotal crop yield of 
846,390 bushels. 

Twenty-six counties report fine prospects 
for broom corn, with 19,260 acresin cultiva- 
tion. The crop is reported from good to ex- 
cellent in each of the twenty-seven counties, 
and shows the remarkable total of 1,882,364 
acres planted, averaging, it is estimated, 
thirty-seven bushels to the acre. 

Washington County leads in acreage with 
144,206 in corn. Marshal next, with 188,080. 
Republic third, with 121,54. The conditions 
are all fair to excellent and the averages of 
yield estimated at from twenty-five to fifty- 
five bushels. 


THE COTTON WORM. 


IT I8 ZATING THE COTTON PLANT IN ALABAMA 
AND MISSISSIPFI. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 1.—The cotton 
worm is reported in many parts of Alabama 
and Missis sippi. 
from Mobile says: A Macon (Miss.) man says 
he has seen the worm eating the cotton plant. 
The crop is two or three weeks late and as 
the new cotton is coming on, the worms, if 


they have done very little. Worms are re- 
ported in Noxubee and Monroe Counties in 
Mississippi and are particularly numerous in 
the neighborhood of prairies. They are re- 
ported also in Wilcox, Monroe, Clarke, Perry, 
Choctaw and Marengo Counties, Alabama, 
and pretty nearly everywhere in spots along 
the Mobile & Ohio road. 

A correspondent telegraphs the same paper 
from Selma that he saw several prominent 
farmers in town, and each was of the opinion 
that the crop was to be very slim. One gen- 
tleman had just returned froma trip to sev- 
eral places around Selma, and reported that 
the worms had appeared in almost every 
place. He told the reporter that though they 
did not seem to be in any great quantities, 
yet still they were in so many different places 
that with these warm rains it would not be 
very long before they would be in swarms. 
Poison is being purchased. In many places 
the farmers are trying to poison the crops. 
Selma is in Dallas County, the center of the 
finest cotton region in the State.

The cat- 
tle which will be shipped from Kansas this 
year will be better fed and larger than usual. 
A great many of the farmers in Kansas will 
get out of debt this year.

LABOR NEWS. 


Female Factory Inspectors— The Potts- 
ville Iron and Steel-Workers’ Strike. 


NEw Tonk, Aug. 1.—The eight women fac- 
tory inspectors made their first report yes- 
terday. When the appointment was made 
by Gov. Hill on May 21, 1890, four were as- 
signed to this city, one to Brooklyn and three 
to other parts ofthe State. The general re- 
port shows that many manufacturers are not 
so bad as proverbially believed. Ina large 
cigarette factory on the West Side the pro- 
prietors have a hospital, with a surgeon and 
trained nurses in attendance. There is also 
a kitchen where the girls can cook 
their meals and make their tea or 
coffee at meal times. In a candy 
factory in Fulton street, the proprietor 
sends his girls toa restaurant for lunch and 
pays the bills. On the other hand, among the 
„Sweat“ shops most deplorable conditions 
exist; thousands of women and children toil 
long hours for little pay. In some cigar fac- 
tories Chinese, Poles, negroes, Spaniards and 
Italians are huddled together. In one cigar- 
ette factory on the east side there are 104 girls 
under 16 years of age. In similar 
places children abound. The law says 
that no child can work under 14 
years of age and those between 
14 and 16 must have sworn certificates from 
their parents. The inspectors believe whole- 
sale perjury is committed in these cases. In 
some factories work beginsat 4 a.m. and 
continues late at night, often ninety hours a 
week. Ina candy factory on Mulberry street 
Mrs. Bremer found fifty children under 16 
who could neither read, write nor speak En- 
glish. She compelled the employer to send 
them away and saw that they were sent to 
school. They were Italians. 


APPROVED BY WE. 

READING, Pa., Aug. 1.—President Weihe of 
the Amalgamated Association has approved 
of the strike at the Pottsville Iron & Steel 
Co.’s rolling-millat Hamburg, this county. 
The non-union employes continue at work. 
Four furnaces are working to-day and the 
management expects to work two more on 
Monday with non-union hands. President 
Weihe arrived in Reading last night and this 
morning left for Philadelphia to give atten- 
tion to labor matters in that section, 


NEBRASKA’S EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 1.—The eight-hour law 
passed by the last Legislature went into ef- 
fect this morning. The only trouble grow- 
ing out of the enforcement of the law, so far, 
is a lockout of job printers. The employing 
printers refused to grant eight hours, and 
when the men came to work as usual this 
morning they were told that their services 
were no longer needed. Only one shop in 
the city, Berkley’s, has complied with the 
law.

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Longstreet Earned the Title by Defeat 
ing Tenny Testerday. 


REDORD OF A DAY’S DOINGS AT THE VA. 
RIOUS TRACES. 


An Enormous Crowd at Morris Park—His- 
tory of the Horses—It Was a Great Day 
for the Talent at Saratoga—The South 


Elsewhere. 


New YorK, Aug 1.—It was likea whiff of 
the good old days when racing wasa sport 
and nota wretched shop-Keepers’ business, 
to be up at Morris Park to-day and see the 
contest between Tenny and Longstreet. It 
would have looked like racing to the five old 
bucks who rode 500 miles to see Lexington 
beat Lecompte, and who lost a plantation or 
two because their judgment was bad. And 
nothing was lacking to make the race a mem- 
orable one. The track was in superb 
condition, and the crowd was 
worthy of a meeting between 
the foremost thorou ghbreds on the American 
turf, for at least 30,000 people filled the grand 
standand the free field. The three races 
which came before the match created but 
little enthusiasm. Everybody was waiting to 
see’ Tenny and Longstreet. At last there 
came swiftly galloping down the stretcha 
glossy, dark-skinned horse, high behind and 
low before, with a back that had a suggestion 
of being scooped out, and a howl and a cheer 
went up. It was Tenny. Ten thousand eager 
eyes watched his work, and as he sped 
around the far turn and became 
a mere speck of color witha trailing curtain 
of dust behind, wise looking, sharp-faced 
gentlemen, with watches in their 
hands, confidentially informed each 
other that ‘“*‘Tenny was a cinch’’ 
and that he would ‘‘walk home.’’ 
Hardly had Tenny proudly ambled off to his 
rubbers and his trainer and his hord of camp 
followers before the cry was raised that 
Longstreet was on the track. 

Far away up the hill where the brown track 
became a mere thread a horse was seen 
prancing and coquetting about. At last after 
a world of trouble the jockey induced 
him to move and as he came down to the 
grand stand with long, graceful, sweeping 
strides, even the Tenny men paused to unite 
in the cheering. Overin the timer’s stand, 
across the track, a quiet, modest looking 
man, with a glitter in his steel gray eyes, was 
asking about the betting in the ring. Some 
one told him that Tenny was the favorite. 

„Well, Longstreet can beat Tenny. Just 
put $10,000 on for me. 

Nobody around paid much more attention 
to the commission than if some stranger had 
bet $5 or $10, for the modest, quiet man was 
Michael Dwyer, anda little wager like $10,000 
was a bagatelle to him—something to give 
himan interest in the race. A few minutes 
afterwards he sent in another commission. 

„Tell Orlando Jones to lay $10,000 against 
Tenny for me,’’ said he, and Orlando Jones, 
one of the largest book-makers in the ring, 
promptly accommodated all the Tenny men 
that had sporting blood in their veins and 
were able to back their opinions. . 

I would bet $20,000 more if Longstreet had 
not behaved so badly a moment aga, said 
Mr. Dwyer to his friends, with about as 
much excitementas a Broadway merchant 
would exhibit in telling his manager to mark 
down the linens 2 per cent. 

But neither the gamblers nor the book- 
makers northe public bet with Mr. Dwyer. 
The hearts of eight out of every ten in that 
big grand-stand were with Tenny. At last 
they were ranged side by side in the little 
track from which the mile and a quarter 
races are started. Longstreet was again co- 
quettish and Tenny was full of fire and impa- 
tience. ea 

After one false start they were off, with 
half of Longstreet’s body before Tenny. They 
were hardly in motion before Hamilton dug 
his spurred heels deep into Long- 
street’s flank. Instantly the great 
horse forgot his airs and his 
graces and remembered only that 
there was a rival beside him that must be 
beaten. Away sped the great son of Long- 
fellow and with a few giant strides there was 
daylight between him and Tenny. Up the 
hill Hamilton never loosened his rein for an 
instant on Lonstreet, and as they passed the 
first two furlong poles the gap between them 
was an ever widening one. 

Wait till they get to the top of the hill Ten 
ny will walk away from him,’’ shouted the 
Tenny men and the Longstreet men wisely 
held their place. 

As they breast the hill, and prepare for the 
run across the straight Longstreet still shows 
in front by a broad band of daylight. 
Barnes is holding Tenny back and 
the Tenny men are still jubilant and the 
Longstreet men are silent. Thestretch will 
tell. Every backer of Longstreet remembers 
that never-to-be-forgotten day when Sal- 
vator entered the stretch at Sheepshead Bay 
with Tenny half a dozen lengths behind, and 
recalls that when they passed the judge’s 
stand their noses were touching.

He wasa speedy but peculiarly delicate colt 
asa 2-year-old, and only started in three 
races. Heis very fast on a dry track, but 
has always been considered very poor in 
heavy going, and until recently has been ex- 
tremely sensitive, the slightest mishap 
spoiling him for a race. As a 8-year - 
old he ran in a number of races, 
but was not as good a colt as Tenny, although 
at that age he had the honorof winning the 
Omnibus Stakes from Salvator, the sway- 
back’s old conqueror. Asa 4-year-old Long- 
street was generally out of condition and ac- 
complished little. His greatest record has 
been made this year, when up to to-day he 
ran n seventeen races and won fifteen of 
them. Withafew exceptions, however, he 
had easy fields, though he has beaten some 
good horses. 

Longstreet started only three times as a 
2. year- old and was beaten twice. He finished 
fifth in a poor field in the Kentucky stakes at 
Saratoga, which was his initial race. He 
won a purse at Brooklyn on Aug. 29, from 
a poor field of fourteen horses and two days 
later finished fifth ina race at the same 
track. 

As a g. year - old Longstreet ran in twenty- 
three races and won ten of them. His first 
win was when he beat Tenny and others for 
a purse at Brooklyn on May 25. He won the 
Equality stakes at Coney Island, the Stevens 
Stakes at Monmouth anda purse at Saratoga, 
all from ordinary fields. He beat 
Proctor Knott and four 
others for the Omnibus stakes at 
Monmouth. Salvator conceded him seven 
pounds and Proctor Knott gave him two 
pounds,but Longstreet won easily. A sweep- 
stakes won by him at Brooklyn on Sept. 
80;the Jerome stakes, with Philosophy as 
the only starter; a sweepstakes on Oct. 
16, with Carnot as the only other starter; a 
sweepstakes following day, and a sweep- 
stakes on Oct. 30, all from small and gen- 
erally poor fields, complete his victories for 
the year. 

As a 4-year-old Longstreet started eight 
times and won only twice. He captured a 
sweepstakes at Coney Island on June 27 and 
a free handicap sweepstakes at Monmouth on 
July 8, the latter from a fair field. 

This year Longstreet has won fifteen out of 
seventeen races for which hehas started, 
the Spring Turf Stakes at Coney Island 
and the Welter Cup at Monmouth de- 
ing the only stake events in the lot. He has 
beaten Prince Royal, Tea Tray, Reclare, 
Badge, Text, Eon, Senorita, Bermuda, Pes- 
sara, La Tosca, Correction, Tormentor and 
Strideaway.

An Enormous Crowd Expected To- Day

The Six Hundredth Anniversary of Swiss, 
Independence. 


THE EVENT TO BE DULY CELEBRATED IN 
ST. LOUIS TO-DAY. 


Grand Street Parade This Forenoon Rep- 
resenting Life in Switzerland Six Hun- 
dred Years Ago—Music, Oratory, Tab- 
leaux, Dramatic Performance and Ath- 
letic Exercises at Concordia Park. 


To-day will be a gala day for the Swiss of 
st. Louls. Itis the 600th anniversary of the 
formation of the first confederacy of Swiss 
cantons, a Union which was the beginning of 
the little Alpine Republic. The event is to be 
celebrated with an historical parade on South 
Broadway this morning, and a festival at 
Concordia Park this afternoon and evening 
and also to-morrow. 

THE STREET PARADE. 

The procession will form on Elm, between 
street Third and Fourth streets, and will be- 
gin to move at 10 o’clock this forenoon, going 
first north on Fourth street to Chestnut, then 
west to Broadway and then south on Broad- 
way to Geyer avenue, then west to Thir- 
teenth street and then south to Concordia 


Park. 

Grand Marshal Fred T. Ledergerber will 
lead the procession, and his adjutants are to 
be Messrs. Albert Ohnoorg, John Knoepfil, 
Louls Geissmann, John Geiger and Dr. Hensy. 
Stoersel’s band will march in the lead with 
the Grand Marshel and then will come the 
official color-bearers, Jacob Geissberger and 
Louis Widmer, one carrying an American 
andthe other a Swiss flag and each accom- 
panied by a color guard. 

The next group will consist of Jacob Leder, 
John Gfeller, Jacob Pfiland Geo. Wildberger, 
in costume, representing Landamman Con- 
rad ab Iberg, Walter von Wolfenschiess, 
Werner von Seemen and Niclaus von Wisser- 
lon with the first republican manifesto in 
writing.

AT CONCORDIA PARK. 

The procession’s arrival at Concordia Park 
will be announced by an artillery salute of 
twenty-two guns. 

The exercises at the park will be opened at 
2p. m., with an address by President C. F. 
Mathey, and speeches and singing will follow 
until 4o0’clock, when the Swiss Turners will 
give an exhibition and the Swiss Singing 
society a concert. At s o'clock there will be 
i Stage performance consisting of tableaux 
and dramatic selections from  Switz- 
eriand’s history and plays. The 
oratory will be in German, French 
and Italian, the three official languages of 
Switzerland and alsoin English, and the or- 
ators are to be Rev. J. B. Eberhard and 
Messrs. C. F. Mathey, A. Nicoud and A.

is written now—whose princes had for many 
years harried and oppressed the hardy Alpine 
mountaineers. The inhabitants of those can-. 
tons have ever been exposed to danger and 
their mettle tried in many combats with man | 
and nature. They loved freedom and were 
never wholly subdued, although . 
their land formed part of the dominions o 
the Holy Roman Emperor. 

The league, however, did not at once 806 
cure the freedom coveted. Monarch suc- 
ceeded Monarch. Some granted charters 
which others revoked. Cruel stewards or 


deputies were placed over the mountaineers | 


—this isthe Gessler-Tell period—and it soon 
became apparent to both parties that either 
the expulsion of the Austrian or the exter- 
mination of the Swiss was the only solution. 
The troubles culminated in the terrible bat- 
tleof Morgarten in 1315, where the Austrian 
army was annihilated and the young confed- 
eration was established forever. The battle 
confirmed the national spirit, and ‘soon other 
States clustered around the three Forest — 
tons. The idea of a federal union dawned, 
and after an experiment of 600 years the Swiss 
say that their league is indeed everlasting. 
The principles of the little federation sur- 
vive with youthful vigor as the principles of 
the Swiss Federal Republic of 1891. 

The federation passed through many vicis- 
situdes during the next few centuries and a 
short time during the Revolutionary upheaval 
and Napoleonic wars the Federation gave 
place to the so-called ‘‘One and Undivided 
Helvetia Repubiic.’’ This was formed under 
French influence and was short lived, 1798- 
1803. It was an attempt to pound 
all the cantons into one undi- 
vided State. All the old local  privi- 
leges of self-government were abolished and 
the Republic became a Centralized Sov- 
ereignty. But in 1903 the federal principle was 
revived by the First Consuland the town 
meeting again became the property of the 
cantons and municipalities. 


MODELED AFTER OUR CONSTITUTION. 

A xy constitution was adopted in 1848 
copied from that ofthe United States. This 
was amended in 1874 and again tn 1885. Under 
this constitution the Central Government, 
which has the same functions as our Govern- 
ment at Washington, and which bears rela- 
tions tothe Cantons similar to our Federal 
Government to the State, is divided like ours 
into three authorities or departments. The 
Federal Assembly or Legislature; the Fed- 
eral Council,which is the executive arm, and 
the Federal Tribunal, corresponding to our 
Supreme Court. The Assembiy consists of 
two chambers, the National Council (House 
of Representatives) and the Council of the 
States (Senate). The former is po 
and elected by the people direct, there being 
one representative to every 20,000 of popula- 
tion. The Councilof States is composed of 
two delegates from each canton, and Mus- 
trates the federal principle. There are now 
145 members of the lower house and of the 
upper. In the constitution of the executive 
the Swiss diverged widely from the Amert- 
can precedent. Instead ofa President, re- 
sponsible to the people, there is what may be 
calledan Admistrative Council, which con- 
sists of seven members elected by the Assem- 
bly. The Chairman of this Council is called 
President of the Republic, but his office as 
such is purely honorary, and he has no more 
powerthan his fellow- members. The Tri- 
bunal or Supreme Court is elected by the As- 
sembly foraterm of six years. The execu- 
tive is elected for three years, but changes 
are seldom made, and the office is held prac- 
tically for life. 

The functions of the Federal and local gov- 
ernments correspond generally to the Amer- 
ican system. There are some features, how- 
ever, which are now peculiar to the Swiss, 
and which are survival of the most ancient 
free systems. 

HOME RULE. 


The first of these is the town meeting, a 
pecullarly Teutonic institution, which ts ob- 
solescent everywhere but in the Cantons of 
Switzerland, where it flourishes, as it did 
hundreds of years ago. At these meetings all 
matters of public interest are discussed by 
the whole people. Every citizen has the right 
to speak and vote, and as such is a legislator. 
In most of the communes the meetings are 
held in the open air, justas they were 2,000 
yearsago. Officers are chosen at these meet- 
ings, but as the Swiss do not entertain the 
notion of ‘‘rotation in office,’’ the public ser- 
vants are usually re-elected as often as 
they can be persuaded to act. Edward 
Freeman, the historian, for whom Swiss 
institutions have irresistable fascination, 
thus describes a scene at one of these meet- 
ings, which he witnessed a few years ago: 

When the newly chosen Landamman enters on his 
office his first duty is to bind himself by an oath to 
obey the laws of the commonwealth over which he 
is called upon to rule. His second dutyis to ad- 
minister to the multitude before him the same oath 
by which he has just bound himself. To hear the 
voice of thousands of freemen pledging themselves 
to obey the laws which they themselves have made 
isa moment in one’s life which can never be for- 
gotten—a moment for whose sake it would be worth 
while to take a far longer and harder journey than 
that which leads us to Uri or Appergell. 

REFERRED BACK TO THE PEOPLE. 

Another institution, which is pecullarly 
Swiss, isthe ‘‘Refererdum’’ by which acts 
proposed in and passed by the legislature, 
either federal or cantonial, are referred to 
the people before becoming laws. In some of 
the cantons the custom has prevailed from 
time immemorial. In some it is obligatory 
and all laws proposed and passed are re- 
ferred to the town meetings twice a year. In 
others it is optional and may be resorted to 
only on petition of a certain number of citi- 
gens. The federal refererdum is optional, 
a petition of 30,000 citizens or eight cantons 
being necessary to procure the reference of 
an act to the popular will. Since 1874, when 
the last Constitutional amendment was 
passed, 118 federallaws have been enacted, 
Of these nineteen were referred to the 
people. Thirteen were rejected and six 
accepted. This result is often pointed to as 
an evidence of the conservatism of Democ- 
racy. 

The principle of the referendum is the ab- 
solute freedom of the citizen and local seit- 
government. But notwithstanding local 
pride, which is very strong in Switzerland, 
local selfishness is not conspicuous. On sey- 
eral occasions national interests have out- 
weighed those ofthe commoners. Partisan- 
ship is non-existent, asis shown by the con- 
tinual re-election of officers without refer- 
ence to their party affiliations. 

MIXED POPULATION. 

This is the more curious when we consider 
the mixed character of the people. Out ot a 
population of nearly 3,000,000, 2,000,000 speak 
German, 600,000 French, 162,000 Italian, 88,000 
Romanish. All religions are tolerated, but 
oddly enough clergymen are disfranchised. 
This was done because of religious disputes 
which in times past vexed and disgusted the

oo now Swiss history and institutions are 
studied by English and American 
publicists. It is maintained by some that 
the problem of Federal government finds its 
perfect solution in the Alpine republic and its 
workings there are closely watched by the 
subjects of Great Britain in the colonies. 

The referendum is likewise receiving a 
deal of attention with a view to its adapta- 
bility to American and English institutions. 
In this country it has not met with much 
favor owing to the extent of the country and 
our system of biennial elections, which serve

G. A. R., has been selected to manage the 


take place during the World’s Fair at Chi- 
cago, beginning in May, 1698, and continuing 
thirty days. 

The management of this great gathering of 
the old veterans of the North and the south 
will be in the hands ofa national committee 
of well-known representative men from the 
various States who wore the blue and the 
gray: There will bea managing committee 
at Chicago, composed of representatives of 
both armies, men well known and who are 
leaders in that city. There will also be a 
committee in each State to be known as the 
State Committee. Tents will be furnished by 
the United States Government for all to camp 
in who so desire, and the survivors of the 
grandest armies ever marshaled in battle ar- 
ray will go into camp side by side by States, 
viewing the Columbian World’s Fair, telling 
over their old war stories and fighting their 
dattles over again. 

Alarge pavillion tent that will hold 6,000 
people will be erected to hold the public 
meetings and camp firesin. The object is to 
let the world know that we are at peace on 
this continent, and that all are Americans, 


ORIGIN OF THE REUNION. 


This reunion originated from the meeting 
of the survivors of the old soldiers at Vicks- 
burg, Miss., May 80, 1890, when Ool. E. T. 
Lee and others from Illinois and Past Cam- 
mander-in-Chief John 8. Kountz of Ohio and 
anumber of the G. A. R. comrades from the 
North accepted the invitation of the Blue 
and the Gray Association of Vicksburg to 
meet with them and participate in the 
grand memorial service on May 0, when 
the old veterans of the Blue and the 
Gray marched side by side underneath the 
folds of the old flag and decorated the graves 
of those who wore the blue and those who 
wore the gray. There were thousands of 
people who witnessed that scene, and itso 
impressed many of those present, plans were 
formed to have a still greater reunion should 
the World’s Fair be locatedjin the West. When 
that was decided Cul. Lee and Maj. Fontaine 
began advocating the reunion, and they 
have met with great success in securingthe 
indorsement of the leaders. Men who com- 
mandea armies and army corps, divisions, 
brigades and regiments have heartily m- 
dorsed the movement, {while the 
great mass of the rank and file 
are favorable to the proposed meeting. 
The time hasfully come when the old war 
veterans must meet togetherin peace and 
harmony. With themethe war was over 
when the last gun was fired in 195. The pol- 
iticians on both sides have too long kept up 
sectional strife, which must not be longer 
tolerated. The dawnof a better day in the 
history of our nation is at hand, and in Mis- 
souri and in other States the old j comrades of 
the dlue and the gray are forming organiza- 
tions and uniting in mutual friendship. 
The National Encampment of the G. A. R. 
will undoubtedly be held in Chicago in 1893, 
thig will bring at least 200,000 of the old Union 
veterans together, and a low rate on all the 
ratiroads will enable the Southern veterans 
tocome by the thousands. They will also 
hold their annual national meeting at Chi- 
cago during the World’s Fair. 

It is proposed that on May -30, 1893, a grand 
Union memorial and decorative service be 
held, and the graves of the Union soldiers 
and the graves of the 6,000 Confederate sol- 
diers buried at Oakwood Cemetery be strewn 
with flowers.

It seems to me often when IL look about on

The Berlin courts have decided that a lover 
may cut off his sweetheart’s tresses and yet 
escape witha light sentence, even if it be 
proved that the act was inspired by malice 
and with a view of spoiling the young lady’s 
outward appearance. This decision has been 
arrived at in the case of a girl who last week 
sued her ex - lover tor ‘‘conspiracy,’’ alleging 
that he robbed her of her blonde locks with 
the opject of injuring her personal attrac- 
tiveness tosucha degree that she would be 
glad to accept his offers of marriage. The 
case, it appears, has been before several 
courts,and finally reached the Supreme Court 
of the Prussian realm, which decreed that 
Arry might cut off ’Arriet’s batr, but could 
only be punished for assault and sentenced to 
a month's imprisonment. 

The future wife of the heir presumptive to 
the throne of Saxony is well Known in Berlin 
society, and much admired as a graceful 
r and a delightful violin player. she is 
the daughter of the ex-Grand of Tuscany, 
and they call her ‘‘the laughing beauty.’’ 
The Saxon prince, Frederick Auguste, who Is 
to carry her off, is regarded asa very fortu- 
nate young man, and the Emperor has in- 
vited him to make a long stay in Berlin next 
winter, a similar invitation having been 
extended by the Empress to his fiance, 
Archduchess Louise. 

The Empress has all her dresses made in 
Berlin or Vienna, andthe firms claiming the 
title of royal tradesmen are not always those 
who receive the biggest orders. Unter den 
Linden dealers are very seldom called upon 
tosupply her Majesty. However, ske buys 
all her hats inthis city,and only sends to 
Paris for her gloves. Empress Frederick and 
her unmarried daughter employ an almost 
unknown seamstress for ordinary dressmak- 
ing, but the more elaborate garments are 
supplied from London and Paris. 

An amendment to the Prussian servants’ 
law is being prepared by the government,

These will be Her Majesty’s special cham- 
bers, and all the decorationsand appoint- 
ments were selected and bought by the Em- 
press during her recent travels in Tunis and 
Algeria. The castle is only two stories high, 
and is surrounded by beautiful grounds with 
exquisite views.

MARVELOUS OCOULT POWER.

Kentucky Produces a Rival to A 
of Bishop and Cumberland—Some 
the Strange Feats Performed by the 
Youthial Phenomenon. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POst-DISPATCH. 
Guaseow, Ky., July 29.—Kentucky has pro- 
duced a mind reader who is likely to rival 
Bishop and the most famous performers of 
the age. 

Flavius Taylor, a boy of 19, has discovered 
that he is the possessor of marvelous facul- 
ties which are ag mucha mystery to him as 
they are to the people who have seen them 
applied. He has been living in Glasgow all 
his life and is the son of Dr, F. J. Tayior,a phye 
sician of standing in Glasgow. The boy 
is what, for lack of a name, can be 
called a mind reader, He knows and learns 
the thoughts and actions of others through 
some medium which has yet to be discovered. 
Little objects are hid away, and by simply 
bodily ö ip the person who hid them 
he can goto the spot and find whatever has 
been concealed. 

DR. SUTPHIN’S OBSERVATIONS. 

This trait in the boy was simply discovered 
and not developed. Dr. P. O. Sutphin, a phy- 
siclan at Glasgow. and an intimate 
friend of the boy’s family, has 
taken an active interest in the case 
and made a study of it. He is trying to de- 
fine the powers and find how far it is muscle 
reading and how much it is mental sympa- 


ä Flavius Taylor. 
thy. At first his impression was that it was 
simple muscle reading, or, in other words, 
that the boy could tell from the feeling 
whether he was nearly right or entirely 
wrong when searching for lost articles, but 
when the test of telling what any particular 
person was thinking of was applied the mus- 
cle theory furnished no explanation. Dr, 
Sutphin says about the boy: 
TAYLOR'S FEATS. 

It is not improbable that in nearly every 
instance the gift of mind reading has been of 
accidental discovery on the part of the one 
possessing it, and thus it was accidentally 
made known to young Taylor. Several 
months ago an itinerant mind reader exhib- 
ited in this place, and young Taylor at- 
tended his performance. Returning home, 
he playfully remarked toa young man who 
had accompanied him that he thought he 
would make a good ming reader, and that if 
the other would blindfold him and hide some- 
thing he would find it for him. To havea little 
amusement he was duly blindfolded and told 
to find a book that had been hidden in an ad- 
jacent room. He grasped the hand of the 
young man who had hidden the book, but 
was utterly surprised to find that not only the 
book, but also its place of concealment, were 
impressed on his mind, He readily took the 
young man to the place where the book was 
and handed it to him, After this there were 
more or less frequent tests of his powers in 
finding things thus, while all hidden articles 
were always promptly located by him. In- 
termingled with these tests were others,such 
as willing him to do certain things. Say, for 
instance, that it was willed for him to take a 
perticular fower from a number of flowers 
ina vase in the room, and to hand it toa cer - 
tain young lady present; to remove the 
watch from the pocket of a gentleman and 
to put it into that ofanother certain gentle- 
man; to go to a library and take out some 
particular volume in it, and to turn to a cer 
tain page and paragraph or sentence in it, 
and so on of other requests of this sort, 

CUMBERLAND’S EXPLANATION, 

All these were readily and accurately 
done by him, down tothe minnt@st particu- 
lar ofthe wish. Mr. Cumberland, however, 
professes to have done things quite equal to 
this by muscle reading, being directed in 
them by muscle tremors of the 
hand kept inclosed in his. In this 
way, he says, he only followed directions, 
and knew nothing really of the mind, and 
only did as the tremors directed. He did, in 
other words, precisely what the hand he was 
holding would have done, directed by the in- 
dividual. In this, of course, there was no 
mind reading, but a guidance only dy muscle 
Signaling. Suppose, however, it was re- 
quired to take hold of the hand and next tell 
any particular thought of the mind - not find 
anything or todo anything that the hand of 
the individual might do, but simply to take 
the hand and say, not act out, what the 
thought was—then this could only be gotten 
direct from the mind, and in no other way, 
as mere muscle reading, in this case, 
would simply be impossible. In this case it 
would be necessary to see thought itself, to 
tell what it was, which the thrill of the mus 
cles would not admit of.

The Mikado’s Counselor and Japan’s Mod- 
ern Reformer, 

Prince Sanjo, one of the brainiest men Ja- 
pan ever knew, has recently finished his 
highly commendable career on the little 
island and gone tothe land of his gods. His 
funeral was one of the most impressive that 
has ever taken place in Tokio,

Prince 8anjo was the reformer of Japan. It 
is to him that is due most of the credit for 
the modern civilization that exists in Japan 
to- day. 

He was born in 1937, and grew up during 
the revolution against the dictatorship of the 
Tycoon.

THE SOCIAL QUESTION FROM THE PHRO- 
NOCRATIC POINT OF VIEW, : 


— 


A Name Wanted for Miss MocOClelland’s 
Latest Novel—The Magazines for Au- 
Notes and Gossip. 


Mr. Slack Worthington has written a 
rather labored work entitled, ‘‘Politics and 
Property or Phronocracy’’ which he offers 
as a solution of the social question so far as 
it can be solved. Mr. Worthington holds 
that poverty can never be wholly eradicated 
from society any more effectually thas dis- 
ease can be prevented in the human body, 


but social evils can be mitigated by the} 


enactment of intelligenl legislation. 

His remedy is phronocracy which signifies 
the rule of reason, prudence and understand- 
ing. All other remedies he pronounces fal. 
Jacious, Going more into particulars he 
thinks that the present state of unrest will 
continue until the ‘Phrangcratic’ er Con- 
servative’ party promulgates its platform.’’ 
This calls for taxation for revenue only, the 
source of which shall be property accumula - 
tions. Our present customs and excised 
systems he would abolish altogether, Taxa- 
tion is to de so .imposed as to 
check the alarming  coneentration 
of wealth, Voters under the Phronocratic 
system must be able to read and write En- 
glish and must a minimum of prop- 
erty. Foreign immigration of all Caucassian 
races shall be encouraged, the United States 
shall acquire the whole of North Ameriéa and 
the general government — we poone 
national concerns. The four ca prin- 
ciples are cumulative taxation, electoral 
qualifications, North American annexation 
and anti-centralization. 

The first of these is designed to limit ac- 
cumulation of large fortunes. All men 
should be permitted to possess property to 
the greatest amount consistent with a proper 
and just compensation for their ability, their 
energy and their opportunity, and should 
contribute to the support of the govern- 
mental system that protects that property in 
the ratio of their ability to cantribute.’’ 

The effect of these measures, in the author's 
opinion will be to limit fortunes te not more 
than $4,000,000, the necessities of the Govern- 
ment requiring a rate and levy which will 
swallow up allover that amount. The dis- 
couragement of further production after 
reaching this respectable figure is the feature 
in his system most valued by its originator. 
Severe penalties are visited upon all who fail 
to make full return. 

Mr. Worthington has displayed consider- 
able ingenuity in providing for details and 
although his book is rather golid, it is on the 
whole, entertaining.

TRADE TOPICS. 


THE SITUATION IN COMMERCIAL CIRCLES 
AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


Bearishness Developing in Wheat— Lower 
Markets in Corn and Oats— What Has 
Been Done—Local Gossip on Change 
and the Floor. 


The local pit traders, or the majorisy at least, 
have apparently donned their bear garments once 
more and most of them are playing fora break. Even 
many Of the buils can see no good just now in the 
market and believe that any material improvement 
in value will not be seen for some time to come. It is 
the big receipts they all bank upon or are afraid of. 
The winter wheatis flowing steadily to market and 
piling up in stock, though not as rapidly as it has in 
some big crop years, and in this market not increas- 
ing as it did one year ago.

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FATE OF A UNION SCOUT. 


TAKEN FROM HIS COMRADES AND SHOT 
AS A TRAITOR. 


The Story of an East Tennessee Conscript 
Who Refused to Serve Under the Stars 
and Bars—Executed While a Prisoner 
of War in Georgia. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

The signs of war the past few weeks in East 
Tennessee, with the mountaineer miners ar- 
rayed against the military power of the 
State, recalls the days of 61, when members 
of the same family armed themselves, bade 
each other good bye and took different paths 
to serve the cause they thought to be the 
true one. Often these partings were not 
peaceful ones, and the separation some- 
times followed bloodshed. As the war 
grew older Confederate recruiting parties 
paid frequent visits to the valleys of the 
Cumberland peaks and many a strong 
Unionist was forced to enlist under the stars 
and bars of rebellion. These conscripts were 
not good soldiers for the Southern cause, and 


invariably escaped at the first favorable op- 


portunity. 

It often happened that a conscript deserter, 
knowing it was perilous for him to visit his 
home, made his way as directly as possible 
to Nashville, within the Union lines, en- 
listed and donned the suit of blue in the army 
of Uncle Sam. 

AN EAST TENNESSEEAN’S FATE. 

So it happened that when Col. Streight of 
Indiana made his famous raid into Georgia 
in the spring of 1864,- in an abortive 
attempt to destroy the arsenal at Rome and 
draw away Bragg's cavalry from the front of 
Rosecrans, then at Tullahoma. He had in his 
command as guides and scouts some fifty 
East Tennesseeans, picked from regiments at 
Nashville for this special duty. These moun- 
taineers proved invaluable to the command 
in piloting it through the passes 
and defiles of the rugged country in which 
Streight’s rough-riders operated, They knew 
all the short cuts, the fords and good stands 
for battle when the column was pursued and 
attacked, as it was almost daily from the 
start of the expedition by the rebel cavalry. 

On May 4 Streight and his little band of 
raiders stacked their guns and sur- 
rendered to the superior force of Gen. 
Forrest, the famous Confederate cavalry 
leader. Among those surrenderd were the 
hardy scoutsand guides. Of their number 
was a Tennessean from Waldron’s Ridge, in 
the locality where these mining troubles now 
exist, named Albert Wintermuth, Winter- 
muth wasa daring fellow and had done ex- 
cellent service on the raid both as guide 
and on the skirmish line in the 
bouts with Forest's men before the 
capture. He and the writer,who was a 

member of an Ohio regimentin Streight’s 
command, had fraternized inthe early days 
of the disastrous expedition and before the 
day of capitulation, had become sworn 
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the shore of the Coosaa file of Confederate 
soldiers marched by the guard into the 
camp. The prisoners, 1,300 in number, 
were ranged in single file oh the four sides of 
the inclosure. The officer, the captain of a 
regimental company, who headed the squad 
of the newcomers, then passed along the 
lines. With him were two women. They 
seemed to be of the ordinary type of Southern 
women one metin those days in the little 
farm houses in the mountain regions of Ten 

nessee or the Carolinas. The elder one was 
perhaps 45, while the younger, though sal- 
low-faced, was rather comely and scarcely 20 
years of age. 


Wintermuth and I stood side by side in the 
line. There was much wonderment among 
the men as to the purpose of. this inspection. 
A slight tremor of the arm that touched my 
Own on the right caused me to look at Win- 
termuth. His face was corpselike, but not a 
word escaped him. The Officer and the 
women inhis company were approaching, 
closely scanning each man in the lines as 
they stood with heads bared for the scrutiny. 
When the eyes of Wintermuth and the 
women met, there was a flash of recognition, 
betraying hatred, too, on the part of the 
visitors. 

When the younger female had quickly 
scanned the face of my comrade, she said 
Sharply: That's the man. Your name is 
Al Wintermuth.’’ 

Not a word fell fromthe lips of Wintermuh, 
but as his face took ona deeper pallor, I felt 
the tremor in his arm cease. His muscles 
seemed to be almost rigid. 


Step out here, said the officer. Winter- 
muth obeyed. A motion of the hand to the 
file of Confederate soldiers, who had been 
quietly standing at order arms, brought 
them to where the Captain stood. 

March this man to the guard-house and 
see he don't escape. At the first move he 
makes put a bayonet ora bullet into him. 

These were their orders, and with- 
out a word my comrade in arms 
was gone. There was no time for leave- 
takings and the suddenness and mystery of 
the thing had driven words away. The two 
women passed without the lines as they had 
come in company with the officer. 

Within ten days after Wintermuth left the 
lines he was dead. ‘‘Court-martialed and 
shot for desertion and serving with the 
enemy, was the entry on the roster after 
his name, 

LOVE AND HATRED. 


His story was learned after the war. Bust. 
ness called me into that part of Tennessee 
from which Wintermuth had come and from 
relatives the facts were gleaned. His 
family were stanch Unionists. The 
father and three sons had _=§ enlisted 
in a Kentucky Union regiment. Albert 
being the youngest remained at home. He 
was paying court toa young girl in the Se- 
quatchie Valley, whose tamily the Egglers) 
were all ardent supporters of the Confeder- 
acy. The engagement was broken off by the 
ill-feeling engendered by war. Wintermuth 
was conscripted into a Georgia regiment, de- 
serted and joined a Tennessee battalion in 
Rosecrans’ army. The families became 
bitter enemies. The Eggiers, driven 
out of their home by the c 
in the shifting tide of war, bad gone to 
Georgia, and mother and daughter were vis- 
itinga brother and son stationed with his 
regiment at Rome when Streight’s men rode 
through the streets as prisoners. They saw 
andj recognized Wintermuth, Their story 
was soon reported to the Provost- Martial, 
and willingly or unwillingly the woman who 
had once promised to be the brave young 
mountaineer’s wife, pronounced the words 
which caused .

Too uch Bread—Hints of Camp 
Cookery—Tent Life as a Medicine—

SARANAC LAKE, July 30.—“ Les, said the 
fat man at about 11 p. m., when the fire and 
the flickering shadows inthe dark depths of 
the woods and the sweet breath ofthe piny 
air and the sense of companionship had made 
us all communicative, as no other influence 
can. Ts, this is a very comfortable camp 
indeed, but it isn't as comfortable as my 
ideal camp would be by a long chalk.’’ 

Tell us about your ideal camp, Frank,“ 
said a sleepy voice near the fire. 

„Well, said Frank, with all a fat man’s 
deliberation, ‘‘in the first place, the tent 
would be very large, much larger than this, 
for instance. Any pleasant place would do 
to pitch it; the nearer toa good grocery the 
better. It would have matresses or cots. 
My back is sore now from lying on the ground 
last night.’’

More recently I saw at the cance 
exhibition in New York City a little collection 
labeled *‘A Veteran’s Cam * which 
consisted of a tiny canoe, a 
and a sheath knife. This shows 


siderable luggage and keep it there. I can 
see the possibility, ifmot the desirability, of 
that. But if one would taste the joys of an 
ever-changing experience, camping in a dif- 
ferent spot every night, he must go light 
laden. Ihave tramped over a good bit of 
country, with two or three companions, car- 
rying my share of the camp outfit on my back 
and enjoyed it immensely.

An adequate outfit for any camping scheme 
Within reach of supplies will include a tent, 
which may be made of very light cloth. Ste- 
vens’ tent, which he carried across Asia on 
his world encircling bicycle, was made of 
waterproof cloth, and welghed only a few 
ounces. There should be matches ina water- 
tight box, a frying pan and a pail to boil cor. 
fee. Asetoftwo or three pails of slightly 
differing sizes, which will ‘‘nest’’ into each 
other, is very convenient. A jack-knife is a 
necessity, a fork a forgivable luxury; a 
forked twig cut froma tree wl usually an- 
swer. The blankets must large and 
well woven, dut not necessarily heavy.

The camp cuisine presupposes enormous 
hunger. Fish or game in season may be a 
stand-by, but on a long cruise some supplies 
must be carried. Tin cans contain nowadays 
almost all that is needed. I have seen a Bos- 
ton professor dancing frantically about with 
a can of baked bean’ in one hand and a can 
of brown bread in the other and vociferously 
shouting that there was no more need of 
women. All the same, women are 
camp, and take to roughing it more nat 
than cynics would suppose,

Anything with alcohol in 
it may be taken if desired, but should then be 
carefully poured upon the ground; not in the 
river, it might kill the flsh. 

And, apropos of alcohol; I knew a very 
grave and pious man once who was going 
camping, and intrusted toa jocular acquaint- 
ance the responsibility of ordering the pro- 
visions. Next morning, an hour before the 
start, the grocer rang himup on the tele- 
phone. 

Hello! Hello!’’ he said; get away there, 
Central, or I’ll—Hello, Jones! Is that grocery 
order of yours all right?’’ 

Tes, came back Jones’ voice through 
the burring and buzzing of the phone. It's 
all right. 

But, said the grocer, ‘‘aren’t you afraid 
you’ve got down too much’’—here he paused 
and looked about the store. A number of 
persons were within earshot—‘‘too much— 
ah—bread; you know; too much bread?’’

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AN UNDUTIFUL SON. 


The Hopkins-Searles Millions Forfeited 
Through Avarice. 


A LONG AND COSTLY LEGAL CONTEST 
LIKELY. 


Lifted From Poverty to Wealth, the Un- 
grateful Recipient of a Woman's Kind- 
ness Sets Spies on Her—Developments 
of a Sensational Case. 


New YORK, Aug. 1.—Thomas Hubbard, of 
the firm of Butler, Stillman & Hubbard, one 
of the executers of the will of Mrs. Mary Hop- 
kins- Searles, said to-day that he had recently 
received two letters from Timothy Hopkins, 
ner adopted son, and that in neither of them 
nad he intimated that he protested the will of 
Mrs. Hopkins-Searles because she had be- 
gueathed her property to her husband, Ea- 
ward F. Searles, and noneto him. Mr. Hub- 
dard did not think the will would be con- 
tested, at least he hadno knowledge that it 
would be, nor did he see upon what grounds a 
contest could be brought. 


About thirteen years ago Mark Hopkins,first 
husband of the late Mrs, Searles, died, leav- 
ing an estate worth probably $35,000,000, but 
rapidly increasing. As Mr. Hopkins left no 
will, unless it had been destroyed, there was 
a great scramble for the vast estate by a num- 
ber of relatives. = 

In due time, through the ability of Judge 
Sanderson, now deceased, but at that time 
the leading attorney ofthe Southern Pacific 
Railroad—and the father of Sybil Sanderson, 
who has created such a furor in musical cir- 
cles in Europe on account of her wonderful 
lyric powerand marvelous beauty—the es- 
tate was settled, the widow receiving half of 
the estate and the balance going to the rela- 
tives, part and parcel alike. 

A long time before the death of Mark Hop- 
kins heand his wife had adopted the good- 
looking son of a poor family named Hagan, 
and he was treated as their own. They took 
him away from the companionship of Sacra- 
mento gaminsand gavehim a good educa- 
tion—that is, as good ashe was capable of 


absorbing. 

Shortly after Mr. Hopins’ death the twidow 
put young Hagan-Hopkins at work in a cleri- 
cal position at Oakland, preparatory to more 
influential and lucrative positions. 

GAVE TIMOTHY aN OFFICE. 

A few years later, about nine years ago, 
Mrs. Hopkins considered Timothy capable, 
and at her request he was made Treasurer 
and Director of the Southern Pacific Co. ata 
salary of $10,000 per year, a much larger sum 
than he would ever have secured if thrown 
upon his own resources. 

The young man, soon atter taking the pos!- 
tion of Treasurer, inaugurated throughout 
the entire system of the Southern Pacific Co. 
a process of economy never before known or 
dreamed of among pretentious operators. 
He issued orders that all departments—from 
the heads down, including Leland Stanford, 
President of the company; Charles Crocker 
and Collis P. Huntington, Vice-Presidents; 
A. N. Towne, General Manager, and 
the army of lieutenants and subordinates— 
should substitute thin buff paper and 
envelopes to match to take the place of white 
letter paper. Nothing but the cheapest kinds 
of penholders, pencils, and all articles used 
in clerical work could be used; bound books 
gave place to books without binding; foot- 
scrapers and doormats entirely disappeared 
from the offices; and every little job of print- 
ing was let out to the lowest bidder, notwith- 
standing the fact that Croker & Co.,the great 
printers and publishers, and Bancroft & Co. 
patronized the railroad company to the ex- 
tent of tems of thousands of dollars each 
year. 

It is curious, thougha fact, that although 
Stanford and Huntington objected to the in- 
novation and claimed that they should at 
least have white paper to use in their corre- 
spondence with those high in authority, such 
asthe President, George F. Edmunds, Chief 
Justice Field, Congressmen Morrow, Felton 
Clunie, and United States Senators Sargent, 
Miller, Hearst, Fair, Jones and Stewart, the 
adopted son—formerly a Sacramento gamin— 
carried his point aud cut down expenses in a 
way that would have done the heart of a Shy- 
lock good. Timothy afterwards used to show 


with delight a letter from C. P. Huntington, 


atthe expiration ofa year of his parsimo- 
nions business course, in which Mr. Hunting- 
ton admitted that young Hogan- Hopkins had 
saved to the ‘‘poor, struggling Southern Pa- 
cific company’’ $66,000. 

About this time Mrs. Hopkins pres ented 
Timothy the place at Menlo Park formerly 
owned by ex-Senator Milton F. Latham, who 
had come to grief by attempting to build and 
operate a narrow-gauge railroad leading 
from San Francisco to Mendocino County. 

The adopted son, whose sun of fortune 
seemed at this time to be at its zenth, had at 
this time marrieda niece of Mrs. Hopkins, 
and the opinion was general that the wed- 
ding and the present of a $500,000 home were 
proof positive that Mrs. Hopkins meant to 
make Timothy her sole heir. 

WHERE HE MADE HIS MISTAKE. 

Timothy at this time had his place af bust - 
ness in the same room with Mr. Charles 
Crocker and Mr. Crocker’s eldest son, Charles 
Frederick Crocker. While there and while 
his adopted mother was quietly living at 
Great Barrington fondly thinking 

busily at work figuring 
on lead pencils, penbolders, 
doormats, and foot-scrapers, he was plotting, 
and soon Mrs. Hopkins began to receive let- 
ters from him, saying that Crocker pere and 
Crocker fils were attempting to defraud her. 

She responded to the letters by sending 
Thomas E. Stillman, a famous New York 
iawyer of the firm of Stillman, Hubbard & Co., 
to San Francisco to investigate the matter. 
Mr. Stillman’s investigations revealed a most 
astonishing state of affairs. He soon discov- 
ered that Mr. Crocker and his son were using 
no fraudulent means, but he did discover 
that Timothy, the ungrateful adopted son, 
who had been showered with wealth, had in 
iis employ a number of detectives, whose 
Zuty was to keep a constant watch on Mrs. 
Hopkins, his adopted mother, and to report 
to him all of her actions that might lead 
them to belfeve that she contemplated a sec- 
ond marriage. 

When this was reported toMrs. Hopkins, 
she was so intensed that she wedded Mr. Ed- 
ward Searles, dis inherited Timothy, deprived 
him of the directorship in the company, and 
b.aced Mr. Stillman in the position in this 
stead. (Subsequently Mr. anc§Mrs. Searles 
cave Stillman and Hubbard power of attor- 
bey for life. 

It is thought that the many millions of 
Collars that have been left by Mrs. Hopkins- 
Searles toher husband will provoke an at- 
tempt on the part of Timothy.to break the 
will, particularly as she was over b years of 
age when she married Mr. Searies. . 

While the people of California are to a cer- 
tain extent t at the fact that the vast 
wealth left by the widow will go to Mr. 
Searles in the Kast, instead of being left to 
circulate in the West, where it was accumu- 


sued a niggardly and cowardly course toward 
the 8,500 to 4,000 employes who had grown u 
with the Central and Southern Pacific - 
roads since Leland Stanford turned the first 
shovelful of dirt in Sacramento more than 
twenty-five years ago. 

Some authorities say that Edward F.Searles 
will not be allowed the full enjoyment of 
Mark Hopkins’ millions without a struggle. 
Timothy’ Hopkins, the disinherited adopted 
son, may have something to say 
two weeks hence on his return from Japan. 
At least his lawyer in San Francisco, Russel 
Wilson, has already thrown down the gaunt- 
let. He questions the legality of Mrs. Searles“ 
disposition of her vast estate. A contest by 
Timothy Hopkins will necessarily involve 
many complications. 


WILLIAM REPKE’S CONFESSION. 


The Mysterious Murder of Ablert Molitor 
and His Clerk Solved. 


ALPENA, Mich., Aug. 1.—Sixteen years ago 
Albert Molitor, known as the King of Presque 
Isle County, and his clerk, Edward Sullivan, 
were mysteriously assassinated in Molitor’s 
office. The trouble was supposed to have 
arisen from the arbitrary manner in which 
Molitor conducted his office as County Treas- 
urer. Atthe time of the murder William 
Repke, a well-to-do farmer of Roger City, 
Was suspected of the crime but evidence 
to convict was lacking and he 
was never arrested. Last Thursday night, 
when the story of the shooting had almost 
died from the minds of the people, Repke 
made a confession of the crime, implicating 
with him fourteen of Rogers City’s best 
known citizens, among them August Goslin, 
Cari Vogler, August Forganfrier, Fred Uno, 
Ferdinand Bruder, Henry Jacobs, Gottlieb 
Lambert, Herman Menso, Charles Wessen- 
gast, August Thurman and four others, all 
well known inthe county. In his confession 
he says the only reason it was made is that 
I luck has pursued him the past few years. 
His children have been drowned, his barns 
and houses burned without apparent cause, 
his investments all turned out bad and his 
horses died. Allthis would not have made 
him confess, he says, but of late he has been 
unable to sleep tor thinking of the crime and 
he could not stand the strain any longer. 
The confession stirs up a great commotion, as 
all the people implicated are being arreSted 
and Repke is in jail. 


Jos. O’Grady, bookkeeper for Beakey Stove 
Co., at 520 North Main street, recalls the inci- 
dent of Moliter’s assassination and states 
that the murdered man had a brother, How- 
ard Moliter, nowa civilian attache in the 
United States Signalling Department at De- 
troit, and formerly chief draughtsman for the 
Mississippi River Commission in this 
city. Mr. Edward Moliter always expressed 
himself confident that his brother was the 
victim of a conspiracy on the part of the tax- 

yers of the county in which he resided. 

r. Moliter was a rigorously honest and very 
determined man, and he insisted upon the 
very letter of the law relative to road work 
and the assessment of road taxes being car- 
ried out. For this, itis supposed, his neigh- 
bors determined to remove Moliter. 


SALTON LAKE. 


Report of the Assistant General Manager 
of the Southern Pacific. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 1.—There were 
such startling reports published about the 
overfiow in the Colorado Desert, about a lake 
let loose by an earthquake, and other mirac- 
ulous stories, thatthe Southern Pacific Road 
naturally felt a little anxious, and sent out to 
investigate. Yesterday General Manager 


Kruttschnitt received a letter from Mr. W. G. 
Curtis, the Assistant General Manager at 
San Francisco, giving the full details of the 
matter, witha map, giving a good idea of 
the condition of things. The letter is dated 
July 21. Mr. Curtis says that the water is 
now standing still, and eis between three and 
four feet in depth at the deepest place. The 
surface of the water is many feet below the 
Southern Pacific and at the latter’s lowest 
lace and the Colorado River at Yuma is fall 
ng rapidly, so that there is no danger of 
damages tothe road. Oneofthe company’s 
engineers went across the country {from 
Flowing Wells Station to the Colorado River 
and examined the channel for a distance of 
thirty-five miles. This channel is an old one 
and the water from the Colorado River 
robably flowed through it in _ 1862. 
n thirty-five miles the river has 
a fall of 115 feet. The maximum discharge of 
this overflow has probably not exceeded 3,500 
feet per second. Owing tothe great heat of 
the sun the rate of evaporation is something 
over fifteen inches per month, and at this 
rate in from twoanda half to three months 
all the water in the basin will have evap- 
orated. The Colorado River is one of the 
great silt bearing streams of the country and 
a look at the map rather impresses one 
with the plausibility of the 
that at one time the Gulf of 
California extended up to India, that the Col- 
orado sooty into one side of it, after siit- 
ingupthe entire width of the gulf, finally 
discharged the greater portion of its waters 
southward, leaving the water in the north- 
ernend to disappear by evaporation. The 
depression or sin is in Arizona, between 
Flowing Well and Salton, and nas been styled 
Salton Lake. Salton is 265 feet below the sea 
The middie of the depression 18 290 
The basin is 


level. 
feet below the sea level. 
thirty miles long and from three to 
eight miles wide, and is surrounded by 
mountains.

WHAT HAS IT DONE? 


Has the New Tariff Been a Benefit or a 
Detriment to Business ? 


T. d. NIEDRINGHAUS OF THIS CITY TALKS 
ABOUT TIN-PLATE. 


Other Practical Business Men and Manu 


facturers Will Have Their Say in Due 


Time--Then the Tariff-Reform Ner- 
chants Will Be Given a Chance—The 
Public to Be the Judge. 


**What bas the new tariff accomplished ?’’ 

This question was embodied in a circular 
recently sent out by the New York Won 
atd SUNDAY PosT-DiIsPaTCH to the leading 
protectionists of the country. The list is 
taken from the roll of the Amer can Tariff 
League and comprises business men, manu- 
facturers principally, anda very few Senators 
and Representatives. 

Nearly ten months have passed since the 
McKinley bill was approved by President 
Harrison, and it is an interesting public 
question whether the measure has fullfilled 
the hopes of its friends or brought about the 
condition of unsettled values, higher prices 
and no better wages, prophesied by the op- 
position. 

in the letters so far received from Repub- 
licans there isa tendency to disregard en- 
tirely the Congressional elections of last fall, 
which immediately followed the passage of 
the tariffact and the heated discussion of 
that subjectin the neWspapersand by the 
orators of the country. The revulsion in pub- 
lic feeling which changed the Democratic 
minority in the House of Representatives into 
& majority that is simply overwhelming, has 
apparently no significance to tariff advo- 
cates. Some of the adverse features of the 
bill, which they admit must be remedied 
later, are mentioned briefly. One writer says 
the actual effects’’ of the act are hard to 
discern, but he believes the industries of the 
country feel safer. The reduction of 10 per 
cent in the wages of pottersat Trenton, he 
thinks, is offset by the employment of pear! 
button-makers in the factories that are just 
starting up. The clause in the bill which in- 
creased the cost of three-pound cans by 5 
cents for every dozen cannot, he says, in 
any way seriously affect the canning in- 
dustry. 

Nearly every writer argues that sufficient 
time has not elapsed; that the law has not 
been in force long enough toallow of its work- 
ing out the salvation for manufacturers that 
they expected. The act passed on May 9, 
1890, classifying worsted cloths as woollens 
and imposing duties as such, is a gratifying 
exception. One Massachusetts manutacturer 
is said to have realized $100,000 on stock at his 
milis which was previously a drug on the 
market owing to the heavy importations at 
reduced duties. He is.an earnest protec- 
tionist. 

These letters cover a wide range of thought 
and experience. The direct effect locally in 
New York, Connecticut and New Jersey, as 
regards many leading industries, is set forth 
in detail. How the gold reserve was reduced 
because ofthe many drafts to meet remit- 
tances to Europe, owing to the flood of im 
portations just previous to the act taking 
effect, is explained in a letter from a student 
of the financial world, and so comes logically 
the discussion of reciprocity. 

The actual effect of the tariff on the tin- 
plate industry is not yet apparent. Norton 
Bros. of Maywood, III., are not manufactur- 
ing, and when they do they will consume all 
of their own making in the canning business. 
Somers Bros. of Brooklyn have not begun 
work in their mills, nor has J. W. Britain of 
Cleveland. Mr. Niedringhaus of St. Louis 
says he is ready to begin about the middie of 
August. 

These few notes are jotted at random to in 
dicate the value and variety of information 
which these letters from avowed Republicans 
and high protectionists contain. They will 
appear from day to day until the time comes 
when tariff reformers shall seem entitled to 
present the other side.

From a political stand- 
point I do not favor the advance in the duty, 
as I could readily see, and so expressed myself 
before that committee, that the people of the 
United States were not well enough informed 
as to the true state of affairs cogercing the 
manufacture of tin plate and that the Demo- 
cratic oo would no doubt use it against the 
Republican party in the next campaign. 
What happened I need not here repeat. 

A delegation of English tin-plate makers 
who visited this country (especially the 
South) witha view of locating here, were 
virtually scared off by last fall’s Democratic 
victory. Inotice, however, that they have 
again appointed a committee to come over 
and investigate more fully our advantages 
and resources for the industry. They will, 
as I understand, confine their investigations 
principally to Tennessee and Alabama, where 
they wul find a combination of materiais 
nowhere else known.

MRS. JONES’ CLAIM. 


The Sister of Mrs. Charles Cave Ready 
for a Legal Battle. 


SHE WANTS THE INSURANCE ON THE 
LIVES OF HUSBAND AND WIFE. 


Peculiar Complications Growing Out of 
the Finney Avenue Tragedy of Last 
Week—Both Were Members of the 
American Legion of Honor and Were 
Insured in Each Other’s Favor. 


The double tragedy which let out the lives 
of Chas. Cave and his wife has produced a 
decidedly complicated stateof affairs, which 
the courts will be called upon to adjudicate. 
Cave, it will be remembered, shot his wife 
last Saturday at her home, 3937 Finney ave- 
nue, and followed up his bloody work by 
shooting himself. He died from his wound 
last Monday at the City Hospital and 
his wife died two days later. It 
has since developed that both were members 
of the American Legion of Honor, Cave hav- 
inga membership in Lafayette Council, No. 
392, and Mrs. Cave having one in Ivy Lodge, 
No. 1,067. Each was insured for $2,000, Cave’s 
insurance being in favor of Mrs. Cave and 
her policy was in favor of her husband, The 
couple had no children through their luckless 
union, but Cave left a daughter of 17 years, 
by a previous marriage. Mrs. Cave’s near - 
est surviving relative is her sister, Mrs. 
Clara Jones, who lives in the house 
wherein the tragedy was enacted. She 
claims all the insurance and is so anxious to 
get it that she has retained counsel to handle 
her interests in court. 

MADE AN EARLY START. 

Before Mrs. Cave’s remains were interred 
she had the legalfirmof Orr & Christie re- 
tained to represent her in her 
claim for the insurance. From 
all accounts Cave was in good 
standing in his lodge at the time of his death, 
but there is some doubt on this score as to 
Mrs. Cave. Whether this will affect the 
claim for her insurance or not is a matter 
the courts will have to determine. A couple 
of days ago Mr. Christie notified Grand Secre- 
tary John A. Sloan of the American 
Legion of Honor that Mrs. Jones 
was entitled to the $3,000 for which 
Cave was insured. He said that Mrs. Cave 
was named in the certificate as the bene- 
ficiary, and the fact that she lived two days 
longer than he did settled the fact that the 
money was hers at the time of her death. 
Mrs. Jones being her sister and heir entitied 
her, he said, to the $2,000 left by Mrs. Cave at 
the time of her death. 

Secretary Sloan replied that the Supreme 
Lodge would take action when the time came 
and said he would be guided by that body 
and the courts. He also said he knew nothing 
officially of the deaths of either Cave or his

Concerning Mrs. Cave’s insurance he point-

It was clear that Cave, the only beneficiary 
mentioned in her certificate, had died before 
she dia, therefore, he argued, the money 
was payable to her heir or heirs. The sec. 8 
referred to specifies that a new certificate 
can be made by the member, changing the 
beneficiary or beneficiaries. No changes 
were made, however, in either of the policies, 
so far as is known by Mr. Christie or Grand 
Secretary Sloan. 

Secretary Sloan was seen by a PostT-D1s- 
PATCH reporter yesterday and was asked 
what the Grand Lodge would do in the premi- 
ses. That, he said, is a question I can- 
not answer at this time. The fact of the mat- 
ter is that neither of the lodges have 
yet applied for the proof of death certin- 
cates, which must be filled out and for- 
warded to the Grand Lodge before any 
money is paid. I have heard that Mrs. Cave 
was not in good standing, but my informa.- 
tion did not come from an official source. 
Mrs. Cave, it appears, survived her husband 
two days, and she was the beneficiary 
in his policy. Mrs. Jones claims 
the money onthe ground that she is Mrs. 
Cave’s nearest relative, but I guess it will 
take a legal decision to determine whether or 
not she is entitled toit. Now with reference 
to her policy, the beneficiary, who was her 
husband, died before she did, and 
Mrs. Jones, I understand, claims her 
insurance also. 1 can not say 
what actionthe Supreme Council will take, 
but of course nothing will be done until the 
proofs of death are filed, I have been told 
that Cave left a dependent orphan, a girl 17 
years of age, butup to this time she has 
taken no action thatI know of, in the direc- 
tion of entering a claim. 

MES. JONES WANTS If ALL. 

Attorney Christie, who is representing Mrs. 
Jones, said that she was certainly entitled to 
the $2,000 named in Cave’s policy. ‘*Cave,’’ 
he said, ‘*was insured for $2,000, and this was 
made payable to his wife, He died 
before her and his death made her 
the owner of the insurance money. 
When she died it was her property 
and it naturally goes to her heirs. The 
heir is her sister, Mrs. Jones,who is a widow

A Sale of North Fourth Street Property 
Near Railway Terminals — Suburban

During the last month there were 1,025 con- 
veyances of real estate filed for record, an in- 
crease of eighty-elght over the number of 
sales consummated during July of last year. 
The total consideration for the property sold 
during the month just closed is $4,052,688, a 
slight falling off from the aggre- 
gate amount of business done in this 
line for the month of July, 1890, 
However, the discrepancy in dollars * and 
cents is more than equalled by the increased 
number of sales. This feature of the market 
is an unmistakable evidence of the apprecia- 
tion of real estate securities in public estima- 
tion, and may be accepted as an indication of 
avery active market when the flush times 
in money matters predicted are realized. 
The conditions of the market have changed 
very much in the past twelve months. Upto 
within a year ago there were a great many 
purchases of vacant tracts of ground, all of 
which have since been subdivided until there 
is practically no acre property left within the 
city limits to operate in. Now 
while these new tracts are being re- 
talled out in small parcels to home 
builders, for comparatively small amounts, 
the work of building up the city goes on un- 
ceasingly with the addition of thousands of 
new dwellings of every class of brick and 
stone and frame swelling the municipal tax- 
able valuesto vast proportions every year. 
This retailing, though, compared with the 
wholesaling of numerous large parcels of 
unimproved property heretofore, is what 


reduces the aggregate amount sold, and the 


sum total will continue to be comparatively 
small until increasing values, now very low, 
make up the difference. This feature of the 
local market has induced speculators to go 
beyond the limits and invest in acre tracts 
in St. Louis County where an immense 
amount of land, extending out a 
distance of nearly ten miles, has been bought 
up since last January for subdivision. 11 
these county purchases were allowedto en- 
ter into the weekly record the sum total of 
sales for the past month would exceed those 
of July, 1890, several million dollars. They 
are excluded, however, and s0 are all sales 
on the east side of the river, where 
The sale of property has been quite active 
this summer. ere within the confines of 
the limits of 8t. Louis the sale of over 100 
front feet of ground is becoming somewhat 
exceptional. Not because the property is 
high. but because nearly all of the avaliable 
and desirable ground been subdivided 
by parties who are improving their 
plots and refuse to part with any 
portion of them excepting at retail figures, 
which are not inviting tothe average specu- 
lator who is looking fora wide margin upon 
his investment, and quick returns. Oonse- 
quently, purchasers within the city limits are 
mainly confined to that class of persons who 
want vacant sites for occupancy—to improve 
these lots with a home, a dwelling place of 
some kind, some sort of a manufacturin 
industry, for warehouse, business, or ralil- 
way purposes. The demand for such avall- 
able property is good, and the prices are 
steadily advancing. It was only yesterday 
that Gustavus Schuchmann refused an offer 
of $125,000 from a very responsible party for 
the vacant property he owns on Washington 
avenue, comprising a frontage of 335 feet in

Contracts have 
been let for two more, the 
Administration Building, the finest 
and most expensive of the series of great

Newly Constructed Crafts Which Are 
Revolutionizing Lake Trade. 


With the field of mvention to all outward 
appearances exhausted the inventors have 
within the past few months and years been 
as actively engaged in producing new devices 
as ever they were. Some of them will ma- 
terially affect a wide range of interests, while 
others are nothing more than little acces- 
sories tothe comfort and pleasure of the 
nineteenth century man. 

Ofthe newly applied inventions the one 
which ranks wellupto the front is that of 
Mr. Alex McDougall of Superior, Wis. Now 
that his invention ts a success he can look 
back with no little self-congratuiation upon 
the period during which he and his hobby 
were made objects of ridicule by all and when 
his invention got the name of the pig“ 


The advantages from the peculiar bulld are 
those which are especially valuable to lake 
navigation, asthe flat bottoms permit ves- 
sels of heavy tonnage to get well up into the 
rivers,and the round tops defy the waves 
and storms of the rough lake passages. 

The first boat bullt was of comparatively 
light tonnage and was called Towboat 101. 
Her registry was 487 tons and her carrying 
capacity 1,400 tons. The original cost of the 
boat was $45,000, and since she was launched 
sidewise into Lake Superior she has netted 
her owners Over $70,000, in the face of act ive 
com petition. 

The first steam propeller, the Colgate
